The Laud Act, SS74. 

Few will bo disposed to deny tlint 
this was par excollouco tho measure of 
the last session. In point of real prac- 
tical importance all tho otliors (oyoii 
the Govornniontjdock Bcheme !)dwindle 
into comparative iwiiyuifieauco. It 
found in existence a system (?) com- 
prising "five distinct modes of dealing 
with the public lands," each of which 
was too complicated in its details and 
Texatiousin its provisions to bo of much 
utility. In a word, the condition of 
the land laws of tho country was such 
that they found no defender on tho 
lloor of Parliament. Although by no 
moans a perfect measure, tho new law 
was such as in the main to secure uni- 
versal approbation; and it was hailed 
by all parties as a public boon. Under 
its simple provisions every comor may 
enter upon and secure a free home- 
stead in any of tho public lands, 
whether surveyed or not, such home- 
stead to bo secured against all procoss 
for debt during a period of twenty 
years. This measure, so full of merit 
and promise of future good, received 
the assent of tho Lieutoiiant-Govcrnor 
on the 2nd day of March, 1871; but it 
has not yet gono into operation ! For 
leasons best known to ihem^elves, the 
Government had tho following tacked 
on to one of its clauses: "but shall 
not come into force until tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor's assent thereto has been 
proclaimed, by notice, in the British 
Columbia Gazette." For reasons best 
known to the Government that "pro- 
clamation" has never been issued ; and 
th« consequence is that tho country 
has for nearly four months been de- 
prived of the benefits of this excellent 
law. It is difficult to understand why 
Buch a provision was inserted. It is 
■till more difficult to comprehend the 
object, for there must bo an object, of 
allowing so useful and necessary a 
measure to remain a, dead letter on our 
statute-books for such a lengthened 
period. That the country has sustain- 
ed injury on account of such unreason- 
able delay in quickening the Act, it 
seems altogether unnecessary to as- 
sert. Ona instance has quite recently 
come under the immediate observation 
of the writer, wherein the abstention 
of tho Government is, it is to be feared, 
about to drive a largo and valuable 
family of settlers out of the Province 
It is, indeed, matter of surprise and 
regret that the unquestionable advan- 
tages of this measure should have been 
withheld so long; and we now call 
upon the Government to give imme- 
diate force and effect to tho Act by the 
necessary proclamation. 

Government Contracts 

Economy and honesty are the cardinal 
objects sought by the well-established 
principle of putting all public work up to 
open competition. It is possible, how- 
aver, so to manipulate matters as that tho 
principle so universally accepted may bo- 
come a cloak for rascality. Neither econ- 
omy nor honesty, but tho reverse of both, 
may be tho result. For instance: A con- 
tract may bo awarded to tho lowest bid- 
der, and yot the work may bo so slight- 
ed under partisan inspection as to com- 
pletely divest the transaction of both vir- 
tuos. It is possiblo for tenders to be so 
manipulated aftor reaching tho box as 
that somo Government favorite may make 
the lowest legitimate oiler his guido for 
slipping in one n shado lower still, rely- 
ing upon a friendly Inspector to enablo 
him to create a handsome margin for pro- 
fit. It is not tho object of tho present ar- 
tiole to chargo tho Administration of this 
Provinco with resorting to such shifts by 
■way of rowardiug hench-mon, but to no- 
tice the fact that thoro is a widespread, 
deep-rooted and growing suspicion. ,$hat 
■uch ia tho case. By plunging the wan- 
try into debt, the Ministry are enabled to 
have at their disposal an amount of mo- 
ney equal to about twico the ordinary ro- 
venuo including Federal subsidies; and 
the numbor and kind of political "tout- 
era" and "cappers" they can command 
upon occasion only demonstrates too 
clearly what use has been made of tho 
public patronago. So far havo matters 
drifted in this fatal direction that it has 
be come a common saying in contracting 
circles: "It is quite usoloss for mo to ten- 
dor. I am not in with tho Government.' 
This is, indeed, a sad state of matters, ono 
which may well alarm and ought to arouse 
tho people. It is needless to say that the 
persistent refusal of tho Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works to exhibit to 
competitors all or any of tho tender-pa- 
pers or to take such immediate action 
when the timo for rccoiving is up as 
wuuld afford a reasonable guaruntoe for 
fair play has had its share in creating tho 
feeling of suspicion already adverted to. 
It is diffioult to recoucilo this practice 
oomplainod of with honesty of purpose. 
"Why not promptly open the tenders and 
exhibit them to such of tho competitors 
or their agents as may he present? If 
not all, why not exhibit tho lowost ? 
Why should competitors be compollod to 
be content with the unsupported word of 
an official wh oso claim to veracity may 
not be beyond disputo, when by tho mere 
allowing of the lowest tender all ground 
of suspioion would be romoved? It hap- 
pened only the other day that a gentle- 
man who had gono to considerable ex- 
pense to eompoto for a contract had his 
suspicions aroused. Having boon told by 
the Chief Commissioner "O, you needn't 
trouble yoursolf ; j-ours isn't tho lowest," 
he askod permission to boo tho lowest, and 
was refined- Tho following day ho re- 
newed tie request, but was again refused. 
X» it strange that he should carry homo 
witli him tho suspicion that his was tho 
lowoat logitimato tondor, more particular- 
ly wheu it subsequently transpired that 
the contract fell to a Government favorite 
at a figure suggestively closo to his own? 
This is only mentioned as ono of tho many 
instances. Thoro may havo been nothing 
wrong; hut it certainly looku bad. And 



why should this ugly look bo retainod, 
whore tho remedy ia so very simple 
There is another ground of suspicion 
freely talked about, but, perhaps, less 
ensy of euro. Tho specifications for tho 
work aro hi terms both arbitrary and ex- 
travagant. But n favoured contractor, 
ono who is "in with tho Government," 
as the current saying is, has whispered in 
his oar, "Don't bo afraid of tho specifica- 
tions. To you they can bo made elastic;" 
and he tenders at a figure below which 
faithful compliance with the specifica- 
tions would be impossible, and makes 
monoj- out, of the elasticity imparted by a 
friendly Inspector. Timo and space 
would fail in an attempt to follow tho 
subject through all its windings. It is 
enough that grave suspicion exists, and 
that thoro appears to bo to much ground 
for it. With another branch of the sub- 
ject, that of employing favorites cu work 
never exposed to competition at all, wo 
havo not timo to deal now; suffice it for 
tho present to say that tho practice is con- 
tinued in the most unblushing way and to 
an extent greater than most people ima- 
gine.

RAILROAD MEETINGS AT NEW 
WESTMINSTER AND YALE. 

The People Condemn the 
Local Government I 

And Endorse Rflackenzie's 
Policy I 



New Wkstmixster, Juno 23, — At the 
meeting to consider tho Railroad quos- 
tiou on Saturday evening the following 
preamble and resolutions were passed: 
Whereas, the people of Victoria pro- 
tasted in the name of tbo people of Bri- 
tish Columbia against tho noa-oouimonoe- 
ment of tbo railroad onVanoonver Island; 
and, whereas, wo do not consider tho 
building of tlio railroad on Vanoonvor 
Island would be a commencement of tbo 
Canada Pneifio Railroad, and that Mr. 
Mackenzie's Government is Inot '?] bound 
by Order in Council . wliicb named 
Esquimalt ns the terminus; and wherc.ts, 
•wo beliovo the branch lino from Esqui- 
mau to Nanairuo, if built at all, should 
not be oommoncad until such communi- 
cation is established with the interior aa 
will enable our own producers to supply 
the market oreated by the construction of 
tho liue; therefore, bo it Resolved, that we 
repudiate the action of tbo people of Vic- 
toria and deny their right to speak in tho 
name of the people of British Columbia. 

Resolved— That wo reiterate the resolu- 
tion passed at a meeting held in this citj 
on Saturday, Oth of May last.* 

Resoh id— 'F\mt a committee be ap- 
pointed to draft n petition to tho Domin- 
ion Government setting forth tho aub- 
atanoe of the resolutions; a committee to 
report to an adjourned mesting on Wed- 
nesday evening. 

Resolved— That a synopsis of these reso- 
lutions be telegraphed to Mr, Macken- 
zie. 

*[Tho resolution roferred to is as fol- 
lows: "That we reeognize, although wo 
greatly regret, the necessity for delay, 
and we do not consider that the Domin- 
ion Government will bo guilty of a breach 
of faith in delaying tho oommencemont of 
actual construction for another year."l 

Tjli-s, June 23. —At a meeting held last 
night it was carried nnsnimously: 

Whereas — It is expedient that public 
opinion should be expressed in regard to 
the Bailrond policy of tho present Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion, and after full 
discussion of the same, bo it therefor* 

Resolved— That in -view of the great im- 
portance that complete surveys should bo 
made throughout tho Mainland beforo 
deciding on the line of railroad, and that 
until such surveys aro completed that it 
would be impolitic to commence suoha 
great national work until information as 
to tho best route for tho railroad is ob- 
tained, and being satisfied that the Gov- 
ernment will nt an enrly date after surveys 
are completedjcommonoo notnrtl construc- 
tion of tho railroad on tho Mainland of 
British Columbia; this mooting is there- 
fore of tho opinion that tho railroad poli- 
cy of tho Dominion Government is in the 
true interest of the Dominion, and that 
•we endorse tho same. 

Bacoudly, resolved, that wo ooudemn 
in the strongest terms tho oourse pursu- 
ed by tho local Government in rofusing 
to open negotiations with Mr. Edgar, 
Confidential Agont of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, iu regard to tho extension of 
time. 

Further, that wo condemn tho impru- 
dent course they (the local Govornmont) 
bare thought proper to adept in appeal- 
ing to tho Queen's Pri-vy Council. 

Thirdly, resolved, That in view of tho 
groat importance to tho Province that a 
complete survey of tho Valley of tho 
Eraser should "be made in order to locato 
the liue this summer, as it is tho opinion 
of many onginoor.s that this routo is pre- 
ferable to any other, traveling tho most 
settled portion of tho Province, this 
meeting therefore most strongly nrgo 
upon the Dominion Government to havo 
luoh surveys commenced.

The Wreck of tho Prince Alfred. 



LETTER FROM A PASSENGER. 

A gentleman who was a passenger on 
board the Prince Alfrod at the time of tho 
loss of that stenmship, writes aa follows 
to a friend in this city, undor date San 
Francisco, June 14th: 

I suppose it was all correct, but I don't 
know why steamers should run 8, 9 or 10 
inilos an hour, olosa to a rocky shoro in a 
dense fog, notwithstanding that (as tho 
newspapers bore moution as a creditable 
circumstance) the stoam-whistlo was 
blowing at intorvals all tho time. Was 
that, I wondor, to toll tho rocks wo woro 
coming and thoy must got out of tho way? 
A few data and then form your own con- 
clusions: 

7:30 a, m. — Deuso fog, going full speed. 
Struck; began to leak. 

8:30 a.m. — Eugine-flres out and no 
wind, so no command on the ship; say 100 
or 200 yards from shoro, fearfully rocky, 
but about a third of a milo away a good 
Bandy beach; fog now gono and splendid 
weather. All hands bolow and pumping, 
for no oarthly reason anyono but the Cap- 
tain could see, and so on hour after hour, 
the ship going gradually down by tho 
Htorn aud no offort mads to put tho peo- 
ple off. 

Luggago nnd everything piled on tho 
Forecastle which was high out of tho wa- 
fer. 

Water roso gradually to the cabin floor 
and thon filled tho cabin; the main dock 
at the storn undor water; deck under wa- 
ter ns far as amidships. 

Now a rush of women forward to tho 
forecastle, and now— now at something 
after 1 p. m.— the Captain gave orders for 
tho women to got into tho boats. Done 
ivithout aocidont, which was a miracle at 
tho timo; nil hands landed safely. At •! 
p. m. very little of the deck above water. 
The male stayed by herall night, butshoi t- 
ly lifter wo left she broke in two and at 
daylight had totally disappeared. 

Tho weather was perfectly fine. All the 
poople calm and reasonable, but why 
wera we, ospocially the women, kept on 
bofttd from half-paBt soven till after ono, 
running that fearful risk. At any moment 
that we were on board the crash might 
have como that finally came, and then 

Well, all's well that ends woll."

ho had never lost tho sad, careworn 
look which in inseparable from him, 
nnd which ho wore oven during tho 
brighest festivities in his own palace. Is 
this "dejected" "havior of his visage" 
attributable to the over present dread 
of assassination undor which ho is said 
to Buffer? It is certain that much cor- 
rospondouco took place between Count 
Sahouvaloff and our Homo Secretary 
rolative to Polish exiles, probabilities 
of plots, &o., beforo tho Emperor 
started on his journoy. And it is 
avowed, as I havo boforo mentioned, 
that tho landing at Gravesend was 
never intended, and that ho always 
meant to como to Dover, though Gra- 
vesend was publicly named to throw 
people off tho scout. It is further as- 
serted that oven in Buckingham Palace 
tho Emperor's bod chamber was 

GUARDED BY TWO COSSACKS, 

one sleeping immediately outside, tho 
other immediately inside the door, and 
that ho brought with him ids own bod 
and bedclothes for fear of boing put 
into arsenicated sheets. That hejuscd 
his own bed and bed clothes is cer- 
tain, but the roason for his so doing is 
very problematical. However, it is 
pleasant to fchinl that his visit to Eng- 
land passed away without any disag- 
reeable incident, and that he is under- 
stood to have enjoyed himself. 

WHAT UE SAW. 

On Wednesday ho witnessed a ro- 
viow of some 15,000 troops, and on 
Thursday he wus conducted through 
Woolwich Arsenal, and afterwards in- 
spected the Royal Artillery . In the 
arsenal tho Emperor inspected the 
pattern shed, where were cannons 
ranging from eighteen to thirty-eijjht 
tons; tho Nasmyth hammer, called the 
Woolwich "Titan," tho stroko of 
whiob counts for 1,000 fcons,and which 
is exhibited at work upon the trunnion 
pieco or inner coil of a 38-ton gun; 
through tho storerooms, the cartridge 
factory and the variety of workshops. 
After lunching at the artillery barracks 
the royal party proooeded to the Com- 
mon, aud there tho review of the ar- 
tillery took place. Wo English are 
vory proud of our mounted artillery, 
considering it, indeed, tho best branch 
of our military service, and it does not 
do us discredit on this occasion. Tho 
inarch past of the three battalions at 
full gallop, three guns abreast, was a 
magnificent sight, as was heartily ad- 
mitted by tho Emperor, 

The Prinoo Imneria.1 ( Franco was 
present at tho review in his uniform as 
a Woolwich cadet. 

RESULTS OF THE TISIT, 

Now that our imporial guest is gone 
wo glanoo at the results of bib visit. 
Tho Continental press has been attri- 
buting enormous influence to the fact 
that the Emperor has passed a week on 
our shores, and the Gaulois oyou states 
that a marriage has been arranged bo- 
twson the Princess Beatrice and the 
Grand Duke Alexis, forgetting that 
His Imperial Highness is supposed to 
bo already married. Tho chief result 
is that the Emperor has boou his 
daughter, to whom ho is devotedly at- 
tached; has boon instrumental in set- 
tling tho questions of otiquoto and pre- 
cedence, which havo hitherto been 
somewhat irritating to her, and has 
boon heartily and hospitably recoivod 
by the English people.
